“The Italian navigator has 
reached the shores of the New 
World,” said Compton, 

“How did he find the na- 
tives?’’ 

‘Very friendly.” 

That was all the conversation. 
But, in Cambridge, James Bry- 
ant Conant was trembling and 
his heart, was pounding madly 
as he slowly put down the re- 
ceiver, 

What had happened was 
enough to cause the pulses to 
throb, the chest to tighten and 
the heart, proud and fearful, 
to pump the blood the faster. 

Enrico Fermi, an Italian physi- 
cist, self-exiled from his native 
land because he could not en- 
dure Mussolini’s* fascism, had 
headed a team of scientists, 
which, ,in an old squash court 
beneath the Chicago Stadium, 
had built and that day had 
operated the world’s first atomic 
pile, or reactor. . 

Man, created by God only a 
little lower than the angels, for 
the first time had _ released, 
and even more important, had 
controlled, energy from the vast 
and mysterious cosmic resér- 
voir which supplies the sun and 
the stars with their radiant 
heat and light. |

Now 

Today the University of Chi- 
cago, and scientists everywhere, 
will honor the memory of the 
great physicist Navigator. A 
few days ago the soul of En- 
rico Fermi did indeed arrive at 
the shores of a new world—the 
eternal one. Cancer claimed 
him at 53. 


As early as 1934, working in 
Italy, he had discovered that 
the atom-splitting neutrons (the 
atomic ‘‘bullets’’ released by the 
split uranium atoms, which main- 
tain the chain reaction) could 
create new elements. On Dec. 2, 
1942, he demonstrated control with 
the reactor. 


This meant that man could 
build, not merely a bomb, but 
an engine. The atomic reactor 
‘engine’ in the submarine Nau- 
tilus, the world’s first to be so 
powered, is a direct descendant 
of the Chicago ‘‘pile’’ created 
by Fermi. 


Transmute 


It meant that man could do 
what the alchemists. of old had 
dreamed of doing—transmute 
metals. In the atomic piles the 
non-explosive, or  fissionable 
uranium, called uranium 238, 
is transmuted into man-made 
element called plutonium. Along 
with uranium 235 it is a vital 
element in both the atomic and 
hydrogen bombs. 


Let us leave the Italian Navi- 
gator on the unknown shores 
where the natives will be friend- 
ly. 

Let us turn to all the Ku Klux 
Klan type mentalities: to Mc- 
Carthy and the lunatic fringe 
about him which seeks to sabo- 
tage and make suspect all those 
who come to us from foreign 
lands; to those who dislike any 
person 6f learning or scholar- 
ship: to the ‘‘master race’’ cult, 
and to the anti-Semitic claque. 


When Mussolini, obeying the 
demands from Hitler, created 
anti-Jewish laws, Fermi, who 
had just won the Nobel prize, 
determined to leave. His wife 
was Jewish. He had enough in- 
fluence to protect her, but he 
objected as strongly as she to 
the stupidity and inhumanity 
of them. (Her recent book 
“Atoms in the Family,” is a 
moving and warm story of her 
husband and life with him). 

The people who gave us the 
atomic bomb—and who pre- 
vented Germany from having it 
first and conquering the world 
with it—were for the most part 
exiles from Hitler and Musso- 
lini. Every free man and wom- 
an owes them a great debt—an 
everlasting one.

Sensible UMT Plan 


It is extremely difficult to understand 
the motives behind opposition to univer- 
sal military training. And yet this oppo- 
sition is potent and vocal. The fact that 
it is also somewhat senseless never seems 
to occur to those fighting against the facts 
of life of the world in which we today 
must live. 

No one is advocating that this country 
be turned over to the military—at least 
no one who holds dear the institutions of 
civilian freedom. But by the same token, 


there is every argument in the book to 
support the obligation every young man 
has to defend that freedom. 


After many years of patient study 
in which a number of plans have been 
considered, the administration has arrived 
at a concrete program to activate a type 
of universal training that is already au- 
thorized. Congress will be asked to ex- 
tend the draft law for four more years 
while at the same time a modified form 
of universal military training based on 
compulsory reserve service will be re- 
quested. 

Under the Defense Department’s pro- 
posal, all registered persons between the 
ages of 18% and 26 would be liable for 
service in the armed forces. In addition 
to those who would be inducted under a 
four-year extension of the draft act, 
100,000 additional men each year would 
be trained for six months and then placed 
on compulsory reserve training status. 
Penalty for not attending drill periods 
would be induction for the full two-year 
period. 


The aim is to build standing forces of 
sufficient strength to protect this country 
against any initial onslaught while at the 
same time building a powerful reserve 
force that could be made available in a 
minimum period of time. It would also 
provide a number of choices through 
which a young man could fulfill his just 
obligation to his country. 

If approved; tha mation’s defenses 
would be strengthened immensely. Our 
military power could command the re- 
spect that our position in the world de- 
mands. There would be fewer insults at 
the hands of the Communists and a pos- 
sibility of durable peace. 

Opposition to the plan is shortsighted 
and selfish. The lobby groups already 
lined up against the proposal are playing 
a dangerous game, They have no ade- 
quate program of national defense of their 
own, their mutual agreement being that 
someone else should serve. That is un- 
realistic, as proved by this country’s ex- 
periences in two world wars. 

Let’s end this namby-pamby opposi- 
tion to a program that is in the best in- 
terest of the entire country—a program 
that will provide a measure of security at 
the most economical cost. In the next 
war we will not have years, months or 
even days to build up our strength.

DeKalb Jury Makes 


Two Sensible Proposals 


The DeKalb County grand jury has 
taken two significant stands on succes- 
sive days that deserve thoughtful con- 
sideration. 


Monday the jury asked the DeKalb 
Board of Tax Assessors to increase as- 
sessments to provide more school operat- 
ing revenue. In the face of a critical 
situation in the county’s school system, 
there seems to be no other alternative. 

The county's voters earlier had turned 
down a constitutional amendment to lift 
homestead exemptions for school pur- 
poses. But it must raise money somehow 
or else its school system will collapse. 
At present, the property of the county 
is assessed at about 25 per cent of its 
actual value. 

The jury also asked for clarification 
and simplification of laws dealing with 
sterilization of feeble-minded and men- 
tally ill persons. It pointed out that 
welfare problems were accelerated by 
continued procreation of mental. and 
moral defectives“and that the people of 
the state are not aware of the actual 
cost to themselves of lack of laws per- 
mitting sterilization. 

Certainly a study of this problem. - is 
in order with a view to such remedial 
legislation as the situation warrants.

Two Billion for Roads 
Is a Lot of Money 


In its recent enlightening report on 
Georgia roads, the State Highway De- 
partment said: 

“It has been conservatively estimated 
that a 10-year road improvement pro- 
gram costing around $2,000,000,000 would 
put the main roads of the county sys- 
tems, the city street systems and the 
state highway systems in adequate con- 
dition to safely and comfortably handle 
the expected traffic for the next genera- 
tion.” 

What the department is saying is 
that expenditures of $200,000,000 a year 
would be necessary for the next 10 years 
if the state’s road system is to be made 
adequate. The impossibility of that is ap- 
parent when one considers that the entire 
state revenue in 1954 amounts to about 
$225,000,000. 

So where does that leave us? 


If the department’s estimates are cor- 
rect, the chances of building an “ade- 
quate” system of roads would seem to be 
impossible without additional funds from 
some source. One method, of course, is 
the proposal for a rural roads authority. 

The other is for congressional ap- 
proval of President Eisenhower's pro- 
posal of a $50,000,000,000 program of 
federal aid to highways during the next 
decade. In that event, Georgia’s share 
should be considerable. 


The department is right in trying to 
coordinate its statewide planning and in 
concentrating on points of main conges- 
tion with available funds. Next top pri- 
ority, however, should be given to im- 
proving the primary and interstate high- 
ways that bear the heaviest traffic loads 
year in and year out. 


The strictest economy, maximum local 
participation and skillful planning of all 
phases of the highway program seem to 
be our only hope of preventing even 
more inadequacies in our roads.

Periodic inspection of automo- 
biles is the subject of a bill, or 
bills, that can be cited as an ex- 
ample. 


The genuine General Assembly 
has kicked the inspection issue 
around without taking action, The 
Uniform Traffic Code contains a 
permissive inspection provision, 
but that is banning the car from 
the highway after the brakes have 
failed. 

Some say the reason the legis- 
lators haven't ruled stringently on 
periodic inspection is the fear of 
hurting the feelings of the owners 
of ‘‘wrecks’’ that would never get 
by the first station in an inspec- 
tion lane. 

The Ashburn Tri-Hi-Y, the Jones- 
boro Senior Hi-Y and the Terrell 
Senior Hi-Y evidently have been 
concerned about auto inspection. 
Each of these three groups has a 
bill in the hopper. Terrell High 
goes all the way in making inspec- 
tion mandatory, by capable in- 
spectors and at a stated time and 
place.

WASHINGTON—Rapidly accumulating evi-

Would create a deep and per 
haps an unmanageable uncertainty 
in the minds of the Kremlin lead- 
ers as to whether the United States 
was getting ready to attack them.
